— The Lex- 
ington Brewing Company's permit to 
manufacture cereal beverages 
been revoked. It was announced at 

state jirohlbitlon headquarters today. 

'i'lio order of revocation was receiv- 
e<l by Stale lilrector Sam Collins from 
Koy A. llayncH, .National rrobibition 
CoinmlBaloiier, and a copy of tbe order 
was served on Brewing Company olD- 
cials by registered mail today, it was 
an nouncod. 

'I'lie revocation Is tho result of a 
bearing iK'fore Director Collins August 
I ot which the government charged 
that tho brewing company bud vlolut- 
od the terms of its permit by manufac- 
turing and selling boer containing 
more than one-half of one par cent, 
alcohol. 

Under the terms of tha revocation 
order tha brewing eompan^f cannot 
oporato as a dealooholing plan for a 
period of one year and cannot main- 
tain firea In the furnaces of tbe plant. 
At the expiration of one year the firm 
may apply for a new permit to do 
business. 

Under the federal prohibition law 
thore Is no legal method by which beer 
may be manufncturcU since .Its manu- 
facture wos not allowed for mediclnnl 
purpORCR, and no permit can be given 
to make beer, it wag snld at the pro- 
hibition omce.

The revocation procce<lings against 
tbe local company resulted from the 
seisure by federal prohibition ngcnts 
June 6, of a truck load of alleged high 
proof bear Jnat after dry agents said 
H l^tUiM tSOirlPV Pluit . ^. 

Chemists testified that samples 
taken from the barrels seized contain- 
ed from 8.78 to 8.84 per cent aleohol. 

Biz offlolals and employeea of tbe 
oompany were Indicted in June by tbe 
tadaral grand Jury on charges of con- 
spiracy to violate the jiational prohibi- 
tion act. Trial of th<«so indictments 
waa set for a special torm of court In 
July, but the case wns continued be- 
fore tbe trial arrived until the January 
term of federal court Trial of four 
soft drink stand opera, ora Indicted nt 
the same time wpa continued also. 

Hearing of tbe revocation proceed- 
ings was set for July 12. but waa con- 
tinued liy agreement to July 1!>. Just 
before tbat date CommisKioner Hayncs 
requested tbat the he.irlng8 bo post- 
poned ten days. This request was 
complied with and tho date set for 
July 2S. On July 27 tho brewing com; 
pany obtained a temporary Injnnotlon 
from Federal Judge A..M. J. Cochran 
restraining Director Collins from ooii- 
duotlng the bearing on tho day sptvl- 
flod. 

At a hearing before Judge Cochran 
to decide whetbor or not the restrain- 
ing order would ba made permanent 
the court declined to Interfere further 
in tha case and Director Colllps an- 
nounced that the hearing would bo 
condticted August 1, which was done.

There has been 
some humor of typhoid fever ,at ii stuuiner camp on the Little Miami. 
After careful unaly.si.s the p]iy.sieian diagnosis locates the danger 
source in water. But the diagno.^is also .separates the safe sources 
from the unsafe in the water supply choices available to this camp. 
There is therefore at once protection against any eontinuine danger, 
proper pfecaiitioii heiiip taken. 

One of the greatest achivements of modem mcdieiuc is the bar- 
nessing of the typhoid fever germ, along with other menaces of lilte 
nature. So greatly has thi.s reduced risk, if intellicrenee be used in 
proeureiiieiit and ajipliention of protective information on eonditions. 
that no eomintinity, no city, is longer subject to epidemic without 
recourse. Sonstant precaution and prompt action assures practical 
immunity. Cincinnati is a wholesome example in illustration of that 
happy ftiet. Tlio Health Board and health of^ieers are ah-rt to keep 
the"city health normal. Their best wishi-s to the adequacy iind effi- 
ciency of their work is a heallhy city.

The Second Return — The first 50,- 

000 returned under Zerubbabel, but 
after about seventy-five years were re- 
duced to a pitiable state. At first they 
prospered but soon their enemies came 
against them and for fifteen years the 
work of rebuilding the city and temple 
hsd oeaied. They fell into careless 
ways of living and were soon mixed up 
with heathen and half-breeds of their 
land. Btra now asks permission of

Ezra. A True Patriot — Oivl must 
have a creat man when he undectalios 
to do a groat work among men. He has 
clioson to work throuch men.

God 
coiilJ depend upon him He was a man 
of sound learning and deep piety and 
uiisweivine Intecrity. Alxjiit the ble- 
eest tiling wo coiilil s;iy alKnit litni Is 
that God ilepemied upon hini. Now bis 
nation was in a eriscs anii the liaml of 
the Lord was upon EiTA. Ezra could 
not rest until his feet were on the city 
walls, Persia was powerful, Athens 
was in her glory. Socrates was a lad 
of ten years. Art and philosophy cen- 
tered in the far reaching city of Ath- 
ens. Pericles had been in power eleven 
years. The first verse In our lesson 
shows us that while the things of the 
world were progressing Ood was pre- 
paring a man in heart and will to do 
His service. 

Ezra's Work. — He begins well by 
proclaiming a fast, that the people 
might humble themselves before their 
God. ''And to do it" doesn't sound 
like the sayiUR of the hypoorit,> Some 
years aco I he<»rd of a preaelier who 
s.Tid ' IVi as I say and not as 1 do " 
and another who told the folk how to 
raise children who had made a com- 
plete failure of rearing his own. Such 
a preacher is a laughing stock. "Physi- 
cian, heal thyself." The preacher is 
a leader and should go ahead of his 
flock. We have too many of the cow- 
punching tribe, and need divinely 
guided leaders. Well, the people 
humbled themselves and were obedi- 
ent unto their leader. No preacher 
can do God's work among the people 
as he should without they follow him. 

To rebel Is 
to invite disaster. "For His whath is 
against all them that forsake Him." 
Some years before President •Lincoln 
was elected he remarked to a friend 
it would take a very great man to 
guide this nation througb the conflict 
he saw approaching.

God can make 
alien and hostile powers friendly, if we 
like these meet the situation with 
prayer on our lips. As these people 
longed tor the city of Jerusalem so 
must the Christian long for the new 
Jerusalem, Like Ezra we too are 
called to be loyal to our God and His 
Word whether in Babylon or in Jeru- 
salem.
